SMALL CHICKS NOT AFFECTED 


l If the so-called- "seventeen-year, 
locusts" or cicadas are plentiful in 
your locality, and you are keeping 
chickens that 
Have a' chance to 


run under the trees 'Avhere the-lpr 
ousts are numerous, watch out for 
trouble, warns' the United States 
Department of Agriculture. It might 
•well be supposed that the numerous 
locusts .wquld provide a feast 
for 


the chicks'and 
they 
do, but this 


feast is not unattended with dan- 
ger. Serious losses may result from i 
the chicks eating too many of these 
insects. 
The wings and leg parts 


of the locusts seem to lie rjiiite in- 
digestible, and are likely to obstruct 
the outlet of the crop in such a way 
as to cause the " chicks to become 
crop bound. 


Little chicks are not troubled be- 


cause they, are too small to tear 
apart and 
eat 
the 
locusts, but 


chicks that 
are more than. four 


weeks old are large enough to de- 
vour the locusts and to have trou- 
ble as a .result. 
The only feasible 


neans of combating 
this difficulty 


s to take the chicks if possible to 
lelds,where there are few trees and 
where the locusts in consequence do 
not 
gather 
in numbers. _ Trouble 


ilso has been reported from mature 
'owls eating 
xthe locusts 
in great 


lumbers with considerable mortality 
•esulting.
